Daylight Time 
Is Proclaimed 


P i t t s b u r g h Clocks Will 
Move Up On April 2G, 
Mayor Announces 


PITTSBURGH. April 16.—In a 
proclamation issued late yesterday 
Mayor Charles H. Kline calls a t­ 
te n tio n to the fact that, following 
| the custom of the past 13 years, day­ 
light saving time will be ushered in 
Sunday. April 26. At the same time 
it was announced from the mayors 
office th at a letter had been receiv- 
; cd from James Francis Burke, gen­ 
eral counsel of the Pittsburgh Clear- 
i ing House association, stating that 
the organization had adopted a res­ 
olution in favor of daylight saving 
for the coming year. 
The mayor’s proclamation follows: 
“As a result of 13 years' continu­ 
ous expereince the people of Pitts­ 
burgh have established the custom 
: of observing daylight saving in the 


J activities of this community. 
“The custom is dictated partly by 
the necessity of adjusting the inter­ 
change of business between this and 
other large cities and partly to give 
opportunity to all classes of people 
for evening recreation.

April 16—'The 
Board of Education at its regular 
meeting last night resolved to make 
its sacrifice as great throngs are 
doing in the comm unity. 
J. W. O ffutt superintendent of the 
N ational Tube company revealed to 
the m em bers of the sacrifice being 
m ade by people in the community. 
He suggested th at the expenses in 
the schools m ust be cut down. 
If 
the salary increases m ust be met 
for the next school term he suggest­ 
ed decrease in the faculty. He ex­ 
plained th at an unusual situation 
m ust fcK- m et with unusual means. 
A com m ittee composed of H. W. 
Sm ith, chairm an. Blaine Hancher, 
W E. Bayers and J. W. O ffutt was 
appointed by H. E. Helling, presi­ 
d ent of the board of education last 
n ight to study the problem of the 
present economic condition and sa l­ 
ary conditions in Ellwood City and 
make a report within 10 days. 
W. 
Ray 
Sm ith, 
superintendent 
stated th a t the salary schedule here 
is higher th an the state law. 
The 
present rate of taxation does not 
w arrant the salary increase for next 
year. 
Mr. Sm ith gives the following 
recom m endation: 
Superintendent’s Statement 
Board of Education. 
Ellwood City, Penna. 
Cientlemen: 
It has come to my attention that 
certain board members do not favor 
any increases in teachers salaries 
for the coming year. 
For th a t rea­ 
son I am taking the liberty of w rit­ 
ing you this letter. 
During 
the 
m onth of February I sent 
out 
a 
"feeler" to our teachers relative to 
the coming year and a t th a t tim e I 
stated 
th a t "Salaries 
next year 
would be based 
on 
th e 
salary 
schedule now in operation”. T here­ 
fore, it is m y opinion that the pres­ 
ent salary schedule should be m ain­ 
tained for the coming school year. 
I offer the following reasons: 
1. 
T h at 
the 
salary 
schedule 
should not be revised a t this late 
date for next year as our teachers 
know the schedule in operation and 
it would not be fair to 
them 
to 
change it now. 
2. The m i jority of the schools in 
this part of the state are not re­ 
vising their f alary schedules for the 
coming year 
O ur present salarv 
schedule is low as compared with 
other school districts in 
W estern 
Pennsylvania. 
3. 
I believe school boards should 
rem em ber th a t teachers’ salaries are 
not as susceptible to Improvement in 
general business conditions as are 
other salaries. 
For the same reas­ 
on they should not be 
cut 
when 
other salaries are being reduced. 
4. 
Teaching has always been an 
underpaid profession. 
Increases in 
teachers salaries have always been 
accom panied by higher standards of 
preparation, requiring large invest­ 
m ents of tim e and money in pro- 
fessional 
education. 
They 
have 
never been able to 
m aintain 
the 
standard of living which the ch ar­ 
acter of their work calls for. 
5. 
In the industries wages have 
been decreased largely due to a de­ 
crease in am ount of work. 
The 
teachers' work har 
not been de­ 
creased, ill fact it has 
been 
in ­ 
creased. 
6. The quality of teaching large- 
lv determ ines the future of child­ 
hood. 
To do justice to the child 
it Is necessary to do justice by the 
child’s 
teacher. 
Good 
teachers 
m ake good schools, to change our 
salary schedule now would be 
to 
lower the m orale of the teachers 
and that I am afraid would be un- 
advisable, as 
the 
right 
morale 
m eans so m uch to teachers who are 
working w ith children. 
The wel­ 
fare and stability of our nation de­ 
pends on a continuously effective 
educational system. 
To cripple the 
schools, even for a year 
or 
two, 
m eans an irreparable loss 
in 
the 
national health, 
stability, 
culture, 
leadership, and citizenship. 
7. To follow the recommendations 
th at were made relative 
to 
our 
teachers for next year which in­ 
cluded increases provided for by law j 
and by our salary schedule, and for 
additional teachers to take care o f . 
our increased enrollm ent would only ■ 
require an additional $4.000.00 over 
rhe am ount in our budget for the 
present year.
